harvest conducted by the farmer imd 
his boys, with perhaps the addition of 
the neighbor's help on the understand- 
ing th:it it will be reciprocated, has 
passc-il away. Harvest in the vestMias 
become too large a thing for the people 
i\ho reside on the plains. It is a time 
that tests the utmost ability of the 
farms' owners. Unlike the corn, w heat 
must be cut in a rush. It cannot be 
done at any time through the winter 
or summer. Two weeks sees the lields 
of any given locality stripped of their 
riches. The hariest begins down on 
the edge ef Texas, and from that begin- 
ning iu the first days of June until it 
ends on the northern border of iNorth 
Dakota in September it is a inarch of 
tho harvesters. 


These thousands of men come from 


everywhere, mostly from the cast. Sin- 
gle wheat raising states like Kansas 
need 100,000 of them in a great wheat 
year. Oklahoma asks almost as many, 
and the sjme demand goes on through 
the whole wheat belt Not many stop 
to think that the same men who work 
in Oklahoma -arc also found later in 
Kansas and then in Nebraska as they 
follow the ripening zone of wheat, but 
such is the fact. Tens of thousands of 
men make this their summer's work, 
and they find it a very profitable pro- 
ceeding. The railroads all make low 
rates to thu harvest fields, and the la- 
borers are in demand. 


There is not always patience to wait 


on the roads. One of the sights in the 
west is to see a captured freight tram 
in charge of harvesters. They swarm 
around the trainmen until the latter 
are willing to allow them to ride rather 
than quarrel vrith them, and hundreds 
scramble aboard. They get in the emp- 
ty cattle cars bound for the ranges, 
into the wheat cars and sit perched on 
the roofs by the score. When a train 
pulls into a town, it is welcomed as 
if it vvere a Sunday school excursion. 
The farmers for miles around have 
hoard of its approach, and. as their 
wheat is suffering for care, they are 
more than willing to have the new 
workers take a place. 


There is in the appearance of the 


harvesters as they appear on the 
streets or wait in the parks of the little 
prairie towns for jobs not much to 
make claim to beauty. They are dusty 
and tired, and the travel in the box 
cars is not helpful to clothes. 
But 


they are for the most part a cheerful, 
good natured lot, "and they have seen 
hard work somewhere. Many of them 
come merely for the experience and to 
see the country. Said one strong, well 
built youth from Ohio: 


"Yes; it's a good deal bigger country 


out here than we thought it was. Six 
of us came together, and WP are going 
to travel with the harvest thi'ough the 
whole season. If the cutting ends, we 
are going to get jobs on thrashing out- 
fits. I can, for 1^ e run a steamboat on 
the Ohio. We like it so far. The farm- 
ers have been good to us, and we get 
a dollar a day above our expenses." 


Some of the attempts of the harvest- 


ers to harness teams are ludicrous. 
One central Kansas farmer ordered 
two new hands to hitch three horses to 
a self binder the other day. He waited 
a long time and then went to the barn 
to see what was the matter. He found 
the harnesses in a tangle, the horses 
wrong end to in the straps and collars 
and the men excited and discouraged. 


"What would yon expect of us?" 


blurted out one of them. "We hain't 
done no lutchin* except on canalboats 
twcnt;\ years ago." 


The- methods of tlie farmers to secure 


tho bo&t results during harvest are in- 
genious. Every hour is precious, for-a 
single day's delay may run the cutting 
into a ram nnd cause heavy loss. Sun- 
days do not count on such occasions, 
and the work goes on until it is ended. 
One experienced farmer who gets the 
best work out of his hands gives this 
as his routine during the harvest sea- 
son: The four horses to be used first 
are harnessed and driven to the field 
by one of the men before feeding or 
breakfast, and the cutting and binding 
begins. The other four horses are fed, 
chores done and breakfast eaten, •« hen 
this team and the other two men of the 
force go to the field. The first man 
goes to breakfast, one of the others 
changes the teams, while the third one 
oils the bearings, and in about the time 
needed to write these half n dozen lines 
the change has been made and the 
fre^h learn anu Uihw uie at work, the 
other team being taken to the barn for 
morning feeding. When the fiist man 
comes back from breakfast, ho brings 
the first team, and it stands an hour 
nnd a half while the men shock the 
wheat. Then there is another change 
of teams, the binder standing still only 
long enough to make the transfer of 
horses. Dinner^ brought to the field 
•and the men change off to take their 
meal, the machine's steady click keep- 
ing up until it is too dark to see with- 
out any one on Ihe place becoming over- 
weary or feeling that the strain had 
been too severe. The two men all the 
time off the inr.chine can shock the 
grain well while the cutting is going 


on. Thte system cuts twenty-five acres 
a day with one machine.

It hlls all the 
needs of the conditi<>i.s and is a simple 
and practical plan. 


One of the interest'iii; features of the 


modern harvesting in the west is the 
night work. 
On s> me of the larger 


farms when the moonlight schedule 
is l^norable and the dev.lall is not too 
heavy the work goes on twenty-four 
hours at a stretch. One of the* shifts 
of men goes on at 
c> o'clock in the 


morning. The advantage, isefound in 
the steady use of the expensive binders 
and headers.through the season. 
If 


the sky is overcast, lanterns are hung 
on the horses'*-harness, and with this 
light the team can follow the edge of 
the jrain without difficulty. The sight 
of the twinkling lights across the fields 
is very pretty. 


Down in Oklahoma the other day a 


har\ ester who had drifted In from the 
village one evening surprised the force 
by setting a man's broken leg, no sur- 
geon being at hand. He went back to 
the field,, and when the doctor came he 
declared the fracture perfectly treated. 
Ten days later the man asked for his 
wages, went to town, bought a hand- 
some new suit and engaged a Pullman 
car berth for St. Louis. He was a phy- 
sician who had taken the trip to the 
harvest fields in search of good health 
and to renew his appetite. He suc- 
ceeded in his ambitions. 
{ 


Many of the harvesters are men with 


some money, who in this way see the 
west and choose a place-in which to 
locate. They have definite plans, and 
when the harves't is over they will re- 
turn home, pack their goods and come 
west with their families to stay. Oth- 
ers are in no way interested in the 
business' side .of the west. They are 
out for a good; time and 
wander 


through the harvest, doing as little 
work as possible and getting as much 
as they can. 


The western farmer needa the har- 


vesters and encourages their coming. 
The increasing wheat acreage makes 
their number larger every season.

attack or clear off. News of the route 
of march of the column or convoy was 
sent from commando to commando, all 
being soon acquainted with the differ- 
ent movements. The sjambok was fre- 
quently used by the commandants to 
bring wavering burghers into the fight- 
ing line, its use having a far greater 
moral effect on the burghers than any 
other punishment. De "Wet gave in- 
stances in which he used the sjambok.

Bprinp* and Wells In Palestine Are 


Protected by Severe Laws, 


Water is the most precious thing in 


Palestine, and the laws which protect 
springs and 
Most of tht- wells arfe artificial. Rich 
men at very great expense have chis- 
eled basins and reservoirs out of the 
rocks to receive the flow from springs, 
and in many places where no springs 
could 
be found they have drilled 


through the limestone a 'hundred, feet 
and sometimes twice that distance to 
the artesian basin. 


None but very rich sheiks can afford 


such an expenditure. Nevertheless, 
they have not only been the greatest 
benefactors of their fellow men, but 
those who have sunk .wells and built 
fountains have erected monuments to 
their fame more enduring than palaces 
or temples or shafts of granite. 


The temple of Solomon has vanished 


forever, but tbe pools which he walled 
up with masonry and filled with water 
still rcmtiin. The wells that Abraham 
and Jacob drilled in the rock as acts 
of piety as well as power are as im- 
mortal as their names and will live for- 
ever as long as men feel thirst. 


According to a just custom of tha 


country, water rights could never be 
forfeited. No man who owned a wel] 
might refuse his neighbor water foi 
his family or his flocks, but the lord 
of' the spring \vas inviolate. No cred- 
itor or enemy could take his water 
rights away from him. To injure or 
fill up a well was an unpardonable 
crime. 
When the Philistines threw 


earth and stones into the well of Abra- 
ham, ihey intended to challenge him 
to a war of extermination. These cus- 
toms and regulations remain today.— 
Chicago Record-Herald.

One day tbe judge and a frioiid were 
walking along the street and met Sil- 
ver. The friend said, "Good morning. 
Mr. Silver." 
Sherwood remarked to

Judge Emerson's Unique Decision. 


One of Sherwood's lirst cases was a 


suit in ejectment before Judge Burr 
Emerson, the piesiding judge of a ju- 
dicial circuit in southwest Missouri 
some 35 years ago. lie had finished 
the closing argument for plaintiff aiul 
was confidently awaiting a decree in 


self as follows: 


•Sherwood, your argument is good, j 


your points well taken and your rea- j 
soning apparently supported by the. 
weight of authority, but if your client 
owns this land Waldo P. Jolm.sou owns 
my barn aud the land on which it is j 
situated. Now, as a matter of fact, 1, 
know that Waldo P. Johnson does not i 
own my barn nor the land it is built on. i 
Judgment for defendant."

Burr Emersou bad been a soldier in 


the Confederate ariny. • When the war 
elosed, he came home, joined the Re- 
publicans and was by that party elect- 
ed to the circuit bench. One of his old 
comrades afterward reproached him 
for this seeming repudiation of his for- 
mer principles. 


"Lookce here, friend," the indomita- 


ble Burr replied, ''if you were alone on 
the plains and saw a herd of buffalo 
stampeding toward you what would 
you do—stand there like a fool and q;et 
run over? No; you'd turn buffalo and 
run with the herd, just as I did!" 
Jefferson's Mot. 


Jefferson's mot that "federal officials 


seldom die and never resign'' still 
holds good as a general proposition, 
but there are a few exceptions which 
prove the rule. John Jay resigned the 
chief justiceship of tbe United States, 
Benjamin R. Curtis resigned as asso- 
ciate justice of that high tribunal to 
return to the practice of law, and 
David Davis resigned to enter the sen- 
ate. Judges MeCrary and Dillon re- 
signed the position of United States 
circuit judges to become counselors for 
great railroad systems. lion. Louis 
Emory McComas resigned the position 
of associate justice of the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia to 
become senator from Maryland. 


In 1894. when Judge Treat of the 


United States district court for the 
eastern district of Missouri, who was 
appointed by Franklin Pierce, retired. 
President Cleveland appointed as his 
successor Henry Samuel Priest, uni- 
versally called Sam Priest, cue of the 
most brilliant young lawyers at tbe St. 
Louis bur. As be w-as on tbe sunny 
side of 40 and came of a long lived 
family everybody thought be would 
rival Treat in length of service. He 
soon grew weary of tbe place and re- 
signed, thus becoming one of the few 
exceptions to Jefferson's rule. He i.s 
getting rich now rapidly at Lis profes- 
sion. 
Priest Receives a Telegram. 


Xo one who has listened to the mild 


and subdued tones, of Judge Priest as 
he presents a case to the supreme 
ccuit, in that calm, sedate and imper- 
turbable manner-which his legal friends 
so much admire and which always re.ii- 
dci.s his remarks so impressive, would 
ever suppose that he had once pos- 
sessed tbe vocal accomplishments of 
the auctioneer. Yet such is the fact. 
Judge Priest put on his present gentle 
and unassuming manner before the 
court some seven or eight years ago 
arid has never once doffed it since. 
Colonel John R. Green, clerk of the 
.supreme court, tells how the change 
occurred.

Judgo 


Priest, it seems, was giving a pyro- 
technical display of his hortative pow- 
ers to the judges of division No. 1. 
During the progress of the argument 
Frank Ilagerman, the Kansas City 
lawyer, aud Colonel Bob Railcy of 
Harrisonville stepped into the clerk's 
office and inquired the cause of tbe 
"disturbance" in division No. 1. The 
clerk told them that it was Judge 
Priest addressing the court

S. Priest, 
gave tbe boy a half dollar and told him 
to rush into tbe courtroom and hand 
it to Priest. The boy did as directed.

His voice 
wns clear as a bugle tone, and he was 
launching it against the court with all 
his force. Just as he seemed about t" 
charge the bench, sword in hand, the.

Th" 
judge paused a moment to pin nee at 
the message and at first looked pux./.Ied, 
but when its meaning dawned

upon him his features broadened mto 
a snile.

The Newark Board of Trade is to 


meee this evening to appoint a trustee 
and to complete its negotiations with 
Mr. Taylor relative to the sale of JFor- 
ry farm lots, in order that the -sale 
may begin Thursday as announced. 


The Board will sell 200 of these lots 


at an average, price of $250 and the 
company will sell the remaining TC5, 
thus insuring the location of this big 
industry which will bring 300 steel 
workers to town and mean the distri- 
bution of $20,000 to $25,000 in wages 
in Newark each month. 


The announcement on Saturday that 


the Board of Trad« had come to "an 
argcement with Mr. Taylor whereby it 
is possible for Newark to secure this 
valuable plant, was hailed 
with de- 


light by the people who appreciate the 
value such an institution will be to the 
city. 


Many know that the town of Mariet- 


to in nine days sold $74,000 worth of 
lots to secure a plant of the same size 
and that Middletown bonded itself for 
165000 for a similar enterprise, Norfol, 
raised ?200,000 for the big Cahnahan 
Steel company, Canton sold 380'lots;in' 
10 days six months ago,, Cambridge 
bonded the town for |80,000 and with- 
in a month Bellefontaine raised $50,- 
000 for a steel plant. Newark has al 
most every other kind of manufactur- 
ing institution, but needs a steel plant 
of this character.
